A properly planned city like a prop¬ 
erly planned house should be so ar¬ 
ranged that the housekeeping can be 
done conveniently.

*o dine and to assemble. But where 
is there a city in thii state that will 
stand the tests?

There is one instance of recent date 
where three of our citiiens, desirous 
of erecting home* to Ike in. have got¬ 
ten together and purchased $6o.ooo 
worth of lot* *urrounding them, so as 
to he in control of their environment. 
But a very large majority of us, with 
an ordinary hank ai'ount cannot do 
that. 


Districts Set Apart 

Why do we not establish our areas 
for manufactu.-e* nnd storage, our 
residence areas, our retail shopping 
districts, rendering plants.—all up<*n a 
well constructed framework of rail¬ 
roads with the efficient system of 
parked way* in connection? There is 
no other way for comfort and effici¬ 
ency^ and that means economy. 

It it a di.*gracefui fact that in Mil¬ 
waukee we have but J*ne busine*s so 
treated or favored and it is many 
times more disgraceful for the fact 
that the only business so favored is 
'Mtgraceful in itself. In the center of 
our city where <Mir "keep down the 
lax" economist *ays we cannot afford 
to group oiir civic buildings, we have 
sc* apart what is called the tenderloin 
or the red light district. Some move 
in the so-calle»l ‘best stwiely" and 
live on the income from the excessive 
rents therein. 


For Better Environment

responsibility of our city today is to 
provide for each person those attri¬ 
butes for well-being that cannot be 
accomplished by individual effort. 

Chief among them arc, a normal at¬ 
mosphere, pure waten sunlight, sweet 
soil, transportatioo, education and re-' 
creation. The alternatives are, dis¬ 
eases in variety, notably tuberculosis, 
typhoid and drunkenness; vices of all 
kinds, notably theft, tke social evil 
and ' general cruelty. The greatest 
crime, however, overcapping them all 
is the attempt at pufiishmeot by the 
city, of its own victims. We know 
now that one fundamental cause of 
these t«’oubles is the lack of natural 
environmental tnffuences, convenience 
and the opporttfnity for the natural 
and healthful exercise of all our facul¬ 
ties. 


Vice and Recreation 


Vice is simply love of nleasure gone 
wrong, and when we do not prm'ide 
for (his love of pleasure going right, 
vicious pleasure is the only alter¬ 
native. Pleasure or recreation is just 
as much a factor in maintaining our 
vigor and mind as tfie sparker to an 
automobile. 

It is man's nature Therefore, he 
deteriorates if deprived of It. And. 
becoming hungry for it. he will con¬ 
tinue to get it. if po*siblc. And it,is 
obvious that a city plan that does not 
provide for proper social intercourse 
is bc-und to become vicious. It is use¬ 
less to attempt to make loave* of 
bread secure by the comtrandn»eni 
"Thou shall not steal" when starving 
men are around. 


Placing Reaponaibility j 

1 Here arc men among us who view 
these conditions with compKicency. 
and refer to them as necc.ssary ei'il*., 
They are inevitable during our guilty 
letharg}-. but the re»p<msihi]ity rests 
on the shoulders f>f the city planner, 
not on victims created by his ineffic-’ 
lency. 

The only way to make people good 
is to have them happy. Did you ever 
hear of a municipality holding up a 
plat because suitable provisions had 
not been made for a school* Did you 
eser know of a school site being prop¬ 
erly equipped anywhere in this state 
except at Menomonee? Do you know 
of any community that make* a prac¬ 
tical study of child life with the com¬ 
pleteness of the agriculturist in caring 
for his sheep? Has it ever occurred 
to you that we spend much more in 
puni.shing our victims viciated by de¬ 
vitalizing and therefore degenerating 
environment than we do for «ecurtng 
a normal development of our boys 
ar.d girls?

Who Shirked? 

One point 
to he considered is that there are con¬ 
stantly cases arising which may or 
may not justify a C(»r(>ner’i hearing 
The coroner wh«* wishes to shirk re¬ 
sponsibility lim!' plenty of opportun¬ 
ities, It u <piitf possible that Coroner 
Nahin takes himself and the outward 
duties of his office more, seriously 
than those hefi«rc him in that office 
This may explain that f.act that un¬ 
der Nahin’s adnnnistr.'ition there were

A man wm working near the 
coal hnister of the Milwaukee 
Coke & Gas co^ipany works He 
w*as putting out small smoldering 
fires which started t>ccasjonally 
from spontaneous combustion. 

Standing near a pile of fine coat 
thiny feet high, he was av.xlanch- 
fd. Tons of the fine ct>al fi.lled 
down on him in a mass. And the 
coal filled his eyes, errs .nrd nos¬ 
trils. He struggled and should¬ 
ered against it. He grew weaker 
His mogcles relaxed There was 
no air for him to breathe He 
died there and a fe\ hours l.ater 
a hig iron clam shell hning its 
w’ay downward took the head off 
from the body. 

The coroner's jury rendered a 
verdict of asphyxiation It was a 
terrible and dramatic incident.

A switchman on the Northwest¬ 
ern railway turned a switch one 
dark night. Running from the 
switch to the side nf the track 
where he wanted .to jump on the 
cars, he stumbled and fell be¬ 
tween the tracks and was man¬ 
gled to death under the wheels. 

This switchman was sober, 
healthy, with steady nerves and 
good eye-sight. There was noth¬ 
ing the matter whh him when he 
stumbled and was killed by the 
wheels, except one thing. 

He had been on duty a straight 
twenty-four hours. He was in 
deadly need of sleep. He was al¬ 
most exhausted. His brain and 
body were fagged and fatigued. 
He couldn’t take care of himself 
for the reason that he was done 
up by overwork. He was killed 
indirectly by the car wheels. He 
w’as killed directly by overwork. 

The federal laws say that six¬ 
teen hours is the limit. But this 
workman had been on duty a 
straight twenty-four hours. 

These are the facts that were 
brought out in testimony before 
the ■ coroner's jury on the case 
.\nd they rendered a verdict of 
•'negligence" against- the North¬ 
western railway.

The planning of a street railway system 
fs a scientific problem. The building up of 
a well planned system is a work, of years. . 

Routing of car lines cannot be arranged 
satisfactorily by chance or guesswork. It 
must be determined by careful study of con¬ 
ditions and by the results of experience. It 
must be governed by the principles of engi¬ 
neering. 

This is true not only of Milwaukee, but 
of other cities, notably Chicago, Pittsburgh, 
Detroit, Toronto. In these cities, a traction 
expert wu employed to make a thorough in¬ 
vestigation of conditions in order that the best 
street railway system practicable, for these 
cities, could ^ worked out. 

The usefulness of a street railway system 
depends upon the efficiency of every one of 
its parts. To perform its full share in street 
railway service a c4r fine must not only be 
useful to one district of the city. It must 
contribute to the efficiency of the whole 
system. 

A street railway company cannot afford 
to consider any of its lines independently.

Home Rule Bill Heeds Test 

At the same meeting of the common council July 31, a resolution was 
passed to have a city election at which the voters may decide whether they 
desire a municipal ice plant started. It was admitted, however, that the 
purpose of this resolution is not particularly to find* out whether the people 
of the city want an ice plant, nor ia it probable an election will be called, 
because a test case is planned. 

The real end open purpose is to have the home rule bill recently pasted 
by the state legisUture tested. It needs to be tested. .. . ^ 

In the opinion of some lawyers, the home rule bill has a big hole in it. 
It if believed by a number of competent men to be unconstitutionaL 
Is It Law or Not Law? 

Now, to find out whether this home rule bill is law or is not law 
is the most important one of the most important things before the ati- 
zens of Milwaukee at the present time. If it is not Uwful. if it t« against 
the state constitution, it is worse than useless for the voters of Milwaukee 
to hold elections and go to the expense of referendums. 

Suppose an election is held, and. which is not likely, the voters should 
decide in favor of nonpartisan elections. Shall we hold election onMozens 
of other charter amendments which are ncce«fary to attain municipal own¬ 
ership? 

All kinds of vicious mix-ups are likely until it is known the supreme 
court of the state has passed on the home rule'bill and decided whether 
it U c6nstttutional 6r not. 

Suit Planned Before Nonpartisan Petition 

City Attorney Moan had planned a test suit before the nonpartisan 
petition came before the common council. He stated when the home rule 
bill was passed that an immediate test should be started. And the plans 
originally m.sde by the city attorney for this test of the home rule bill a;c| 
being carried through now, just as originally laid out. j 

These are the facts and reasons why it is unfair trickery for the pres*' 
of Milwaukee to say that the Social-Democrats have betrayed the referen-l 
dum. The SociaM)em<»crats are protecting and safegu.irding the referen¬ 
dum. 

Power Taken Prom Legislature—Constitutional? 

The con^iiititinn of the state of Wi^onsin says. "It shall be the duty 
of the legislature to provide for the organiz.Ttion of cities.** The home rule 
bill now in force, however, says distinctly that cities themselves may by 
referendums provide for and change the organization of cities in important 
matters. 

This means that .a certain power, the power of providing for the or¬ 
ganization of cineA. has been taken away from the state legislature and 
given to cities. The «|UeHtion is: 

How can cities provide for the organiz.ntion of cities if that power is 
by the constitution given to the state legislature? 

Assemblyman Stern, in pleading for this home rule hill, stated be¬ 
fore the legislative committee that this bill provides that cities can change 
(lie organization of cities. 

Three Yeara Before Conititution Can be Amended 

And the st.*ite legislature itself has confessed that there is a possibility 
of the home rule bill being unconstitutional. It las done it rn this way. 
It has passed a resolution that the state consti^urion he amendtd so as 
to provide that for home nilc. The resolution will add a new section to 
the state constitution giving cities the right of conducting their own af¬ 
fairs. 

This will take at least three years. 

Notice what has to be done before this new section is really added to 
the constitution. 

I. It will have to be passed by the next legislature. 

3 . It will have to be confirmed by a referendum of the voters of the| 
state of Wisconsin. |

Assemblyman Stern was correct when he said, "It won't do any harm 
to past this amendment to the constitution."

Mr. Stern, you arc 
not sure, and nobody else is. on this point. Your home rule hill may be 
knocked galley west when it comes before the .supreme court. And it may 
stand. 

We hope 
this home rule bill will be sustained by the state aupreme court. We will 
appUod a favorable decision of the supreme court. We want home rule. 
We are tired of seeing the city handcuffed from entering the fine, great en- 
terpritea that will be poaaible when we have our righta.
